The laiaaetloa Asked far by the Street
Sail ray Caaapaay Aaraiaat the

Society fer the Preveatlea
f Craelty ta Aalsaala.

Upon the bill presented for fiat by the
Memphis city railroad company vs. the Ten-
nessee society for the prevention of cruelty to
animals, praying that the defendants, agents
and attorneys be enjoined from further in-

terfering with complainants' property and
business, and from arresting complainants'
officers and employes upon tbe charge of cm-eU- y

to animals, or from causing said arrest,
and from further prosecuting the two cases
now pending before Hon. John Overton, sit-

ting as a magistrate, against Thomas Barrett
upon the charge of cruelty to animals. Chan-
cellor M'Djwell yesterday granted the fol-

lowing fiat:
